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Long-awaited wet/dry vote is Tuesday

Voters who were registered in 
Estill County Dec. 18 will have the 
opportunity to participate in a mon¬ 
umental election next week. 

On Tuesday, Jan. 15, local polls 
will open and voters will be tasked 
with deciding whether they would 
like to allow legal alcohol sales in 
the county. 

The official ballot will ask voters, 


“Are you in favor of the sale of alco¬ 
holic beverages in Estill County?” 

The election is the result of a peti¬ 
tion that began circulating around 
the county in August. Jacob Estes 
and several others teamed together 
and began seeking signatures. 

654 signatures were needed to 
force the vote. The group, who would 
later become known as Citizens 
for Estill County Progress, submit¬ 
ted over 1,000 signatures to Estill 


County Clerk Sherry Fox. 

Fox reported in early September 
that 752 signatures were verified as 
registered Estill County voters. This 
forced Estill County Judge-Executive 
Wallace Taylor to begin the process 
of planning and scheduling the elec¬ 
tion. 

This is the first time in more than 
50 years that Estill Countians have 
had a serious discussion about the 
possibility of legalizing alcohol sales

in the community. 

In October Taylor announced he 
had scheduled the election for Jan. 
15, citing Kentucky Revised Statute 
requiring the election to take place 
no more than 90 days from the date 
the signatures were verified. 

KRS also states the election could 


not take place 30 days before or 30 
days after a general election. With 
the Nov. 6 general election in 2012 
and the extra time needed to pre¬ 
pare for the election, Taylor said a 
January election was the county’s 
best option. 

Local officials have spent the last 
four months preparing for the elec¬ 
tion which will be conducted in the 
same manner as a general election. 


Family 
seeking 
information 
about theft

A local family is seeking infor¬ 
mation about property stolen 
from their mothers home over 
the holi¬ 
days. 

Blaine and 
Steve Fore 
said several 
thousand 
dollars of 
antiques 
were taken 
just after 
their moth¬ 
er became 
ill and had 
to be trans¬ 
ported to the hospital. 

While some of the property has 
been recovered and police have a 
suspect in custody, the Fores are 
still searching for the remainder 
of their parent’s valuables. 

Blaine Fore said his mother, 
Elizabeth Fore, “got very sick” 
just days for Christmas. She was 
taken by ambulance to Baptist 
Health hospital in Richmond on 
Dec. 23. 

Blaine said it was on either 
Christmas Eve or Christmas day, 
while his mother was still ill, that 
200 knives and a collection of 
antique silver coins were taken 
from the home at 465 Linus Fore 
Lane in Estill County. 

Blaine, who estimated the sto¬ 
len property to be worth over 
$5,000, said he received a call 
from a friend who works on the 
family’s farm informing him that

The Estill County Board of 
Education, including two newly 
elected members met for the first 
time in 2013 in a specially called 
meeting. 

The board is currently made 
up of former Vice-Chairperson 
Patty Hood, Jon Bicknell, Charlie 
Bill Muncy, Amy Thomas and 
Robbie Starling. Thomas and 
Starling were elected to their 
positions on the board during 
the November 2012 election. 

Thomas was elected over 
incumbent Jami Stevenson Price 
to serve as the member from the 
4th Educational District. 

Robbie Starling was elected to 
replace Rick Napier for the 1st 
Educational District, who retired 
from the board in November. 

The purpose of the special 
meeting was to elect a chair¬ 
person and vice-chairperson to 
serve for 2013. 

Hood nominated Starling 
for chairperson and Muncie 
nominated Hood for the post. 
Hood has previously served as 
chairperson. Bicknell voted for 
Starling with all other members 
voting for Hood, electing her as 
the chairperson. 

For the position of vice-chair, 
Hood nominated Robbie Starling 
with all other members voting in 
favor of Starling for the post. 

The board also voted to sched¬ 
ule monthly meetings for the 
third Thursday of each month. 

In other business the board: 

•Approved payment of bills. 

•Went into closed session to 
discuss personnel issues. 


Discussions become heated at Ravenna council meeting

From the faces of the citizens present, the 
tension could be felt as two new councilmem- 
bers participated in their first meeting of the 
Ravenna City Council. 

Louis Officer and William “Pig” Van Cleve, 
who were both elected on the Nov. 6, used 
their first day on the council to clarify their 
goals as councilmen and to gain a better 
understanding of the material presented to 
the council. But their ideas weren’t always 
accepted without argument. 

In its first meeting of 2013, the council 
elected a mayor pro-tem, discussed lowering 
insurance premium taxes and heard a request 
from the Ravenna Police Department for 
funds. 

Councilwoman Estine Tipton made 


a motion to elect Councilwoman Joan 
Richardson as mayor pro-tem. The other 
council members agreed. A mayor pro-tem is 
responsible for attending meetings and rep¬ 
resenting the city when the elected mayor is 
not able. The mayor pro-tem’s duties typically 
involve attending meetings that the mayor is 
unable to attend because of prior arrange¬ 
ments (i.e. another meeting). 

As the council reviewed financial reports 
and minutes from the December meeting, 
Officer and Van Cleve took the time to famil¬ 
iarize themselves with terminology, proce¬ 
dures and regulations the council deals with 
on a monthly basis. 

Officer asked City Clerk Kim Parks if she 
could document more specific information 
on the financial reports, particularly regard-

POLICE BEATS 


Irvine Police Department 

12-28 Bruce Dewayne Rogers, 33, of Martin 
Lane, was arrested by Officer Jeff Knuckles 
and charged with first-degree possession of a 
controlled substance. Rogers was placed under 
arrest at the probation and parole office for a 
parole violation. Johnathen Webb, a proba¬ 
tion and parole employee, notified police that 
while searching Rogers, he found a white 
tablet in his right front pocket. The tablet was 
identified by poison control as a 10-milligram 
oxycodone tablet. Bond for Rogers was set at 
$5,000 cash.

During the altercation, Lougeay s son entered 
the room. Lougeay allegedly struck his son in 
the face as well. 

1-3 Jeffrey Riddell, 49, of Lee Acres Road, 
was arrested by Deputy Karl Rifenbark and 
charged with fourth-degree assault and flee¬ 
ing or evading police. Rifenbark responded 


to Lee Acres Road in reference to a domestic 
altercation between Riddell and his live-in 
girlfriend, Rachell Richardson. Richardson 
and her aunt, Kim Hines, said Jeffrey Riddell 
struck Richardson in the stomach with a hard 
object and held her against the wall by her 
neck. When Rifenbark advised Riddell he was 
under arrest, he fled on foot. At this time, IPD 
Officer Josh Rison arrived to assist. After a 
short foot chase in a wooded area, in which 
Riddell was told to stop several times, Rison 
used his taser on the suspect, causing him to 
stop. 

1-4 Ricky Winkler, 36, of Valley Drive, was 
arrest by Farthing and charged with operating 
a motor vehicle while under the influence of 
alcohol. Farthing was dispatched to Valley 
Drive in reference to a possible drunk driver. 
When he arrived, he observed Winkler, in 
a white Honda Civic, make a wide turn and 
swerve from side to side on the road. When 
Farthing made the traffic stop, he said he 
could smell alcohol coming from Winkler. 
Winkler admitted to drinking a beer. When he 
was asked to exit the vehicle, he was unsteady 
on his feet and his speech was slurred. He was 
transported to MWMH where he refused a 
blood test. 

1-4 Rachel Richardson, 28, of Lee Acres 
Road, was arrested by Farthing and charged 
with public intoxication. Richardson met 
Farthing in the middle of the road on Glyn 
Court. Her speech was slurred and she was 
unsteady on her feet. Farthing said he feared 
she was a danger to herself or others.

the door to his mother’s home had been 
left open. When he arrived to check out the 
house he “immediately checked for the valu¬ 
ables,” and discovered they were gone. 

There were no signs of forced entry on the 
back door of the property which had been 
found open and nothing in the house was 
damaged or out of place, except for the knives 
and coins that belonged to the Fores’ late 
father. 

“Whoever did it knew exactly what they 
were doing and what they were looking for,” 
he said. 


The family immediately contacted the Estill 
County Sheriff’s Department and an investi¬ 
gation, lead by Deputy Sheriff Russell “Doc” 
Morris, began. 

The son of Elizabeth Fore’s caregiver, 
Brenda Riddell, has been arrested in connec¬ 
tion with the crime. 

The suspect, Micky Riddell, 43, of Pea 
Ridge, was taken into custody on Dec. 30 and 
charged with receiving stolen property under 
$10,000. This arrest happened after Riddell 
sold four Buck Knives, identified as some of 
those stolen from the home, to Dollar Deals 
for $40. These four knives were valued at 
$500. Bond for Riddell was set at $5,000. He 
is currently housed at the Jackson County 
Detention Center. 

Although, police documents were not 


available, Steve Fore alleges that Riddell sold 
several of the knives to him on Dec. 26. Steve 
Fore works at Antique and Modern Firearms 
in Lexington. Riddell sold the knives at the 
shop and when Fore realized the knives were 
those stolen from his mother, he was able to 
identify the suspect by the driver’s license on 
file. 

Morris told the family Monday that surveil¬ 
lance footage from The Castle pawn shop in 
Lexington showed Riddell, along with Bobby 
Plowman, pawning several of the knives. 

The Fores plan to seek further legal action 
in Estill and Fayette counties. 

Blaine Fore said, to his knowledge, Riddell 
had been on the Fores’ property several times 
to pick his mother up from work and had 
been in the home just once. 


Blaine Fore said he is concerned with 
recovering his parents’ property. He said he 
is amazed that someone could steal from a 
woman in his mother’s condition. 

“It’s just really sad to steal from an 89-year- 
old woman who is bedfast,” he said. “She has 
no way of stopping the person who did this.” 

As of press time, no citations had been 
issued for further charges for Riddell. He was 
appointed a public defender and was sched¬ 
uled to appear in Estill County District Court 
on Jan. 9. 

If you have any information about the 
whereabouts of the property stolen from the 
home of Elizabeth Fore, the family asks that 
you contact the Estill County Sheriff’s Office 
at 723-2323.

ing miscellaneous items. He request¬ 
ed she include in the statements what 
the miscellaneous money was used 
for, whether that be supplies or special 
gifts. 

Van Cleve also asked Parks about 
a deposit that showed up on both the 
December and January financial state¬ 
ments. He expressed concern that the 
deposit appears to have been made 
twice, and there may be a discrepancy 
in the funds if this were the case. 

Parks assured Van Cleve the deposit 
had not been made twice but that the 
financial statement merely made it 
appear that way. She said she would 
look further into how to correct the 
error. 

The tension between Mayor Charles 
Crowe and Van Cleve became appar¬ 
ent when the councilman asked about 
a building that had been sold in a city 
auction last year. 

Officer brought the issue to the 
councils attention by asking if all of the 
items auctioned off had been picked 
up and paid for. Parks told the council 
the purchaser of an outbuilding that 
had been purchased and moved from 
the city’s property still owed $750 on 
his balance. Van Cleve said he thought 
the items should have been paid for in 


full before the purchaser could take it. 

Crowe said there is no rule or stat¬ 
ute that makes that a requirement in 
auctions conducted by the city. From 
heated conversation between the men, 
it was made clear that a family mem¬ 
ber of the mayors had purchased the 
building. Crowe assured Van Cleve 
his father, George Crowe, would pay 
the rest of the balance on the building. 
Van Cleve requested that in future 
auctions, the items be paid for in full. 

Van Cleve suggested to the council 
that they make it a priority this year 
to lower insurance premium taxes by 
five percent. 

Crowe told him such a cut was 
almost impossible. 

“I would love to see that happen,” he 
said. “But if you don’t have a solution 
to offer us, I don’t see how it’s possible. 
We would have to start terminating 
people. We wouldn’t even be able to 
turn the lights on to be able to afford 
that.” 

Van Cleve noted that Ravenna has 
the highest insurance premium taxes 
in the state, along with the fourth 
highest real estate taxes and the sec¬ 
ond highest motor vehicle taxes. 

Crowe said the city doesn’t have the 
money in the budget to do anything 
about the high taxes. He said he hasn’t 
been able to figure out how to cut 
anywhere. 

“The money’s not there,” he said. 


“And I was told in a mayor’s meeting 
that we will be getting less this year 
and even less the year after that.” 

Councilman Jimmy Richardson 
suggested finding a way to gradually 
decrease the taxes. He presented the 
idea of lowering the tax by one percent 
each year for five years. Parks said that 
the amount the city has to pay into 
retirement funds should decrease in 


the 2013-2014 fiscal year. She sug¬ 
gested that that decrease might make 
enough of a difference to lower the tax 
by 2.5 percent by next year. 

“We’re going to have to look at this 
real close before we can confirm it,” 
Crowe said. 

In other business: 

•The council approved the police 
and fire reports for December. 


•Ravenna Police Department (RPD) 
Chief Ken White reported that 512 
local children were given gifts as part 
of the 2012 Toys for Tots charity. He 
gave special thanks to the American 
Legion Post 79, Toler’s Funeral Home, 
the 40 and 8 Post 1407, the American 
Legion Riders, Veterans of Foreign 
Wars Post 8019 and numerous other 
donors.

Frankly, up until recently, I was conflicted. 
Both sides of the argument over the issue make 
good points. As a Christian, a free-thinker, an 
advocate for change, a young adult, a new Estill 
Countian and a journalist, my different beliefs 
were a little conflicted since I reported that 
there would, in fact, be an election. 

Though many think it is wasteful to spend 
$20,000 on a special election, I am proud of 
Estill Countians for taking a stand. I am proud 
to say that next week my fellow citizens will 
exercise their rights and make a decision for 
themselves. 

It’s been more than 50 years since the idea 
of letting alcohol sales become legal in our 
county was even an option. The fact that we are 
allowed the opportunity to decide for ourselves 
is a milestone in itself. 

With all of my conflicting roles, I had to 
think long and hard about which way I would 
be voting come election time. Throughout my 
time covering this issue, I have been leaning in 
a particular direction, but didn’t feel safe mak¬ 
ing a firm stand on the issue until last week. 

It was my own experiences with individuals 


who abuse alcohol that lead to my conclusion. 
For me, it took a good while to come to the 
conclusion that I will be voting wet on Jan. 15. 
Now, that I have decided for myself, I can share 
with my readers my reason for voting this way. 

We simply can’t ignore the fact that legalized 
alcohol sales has the potential to boost our 
economy substantially. Allowing alcohol sales 
in our community encourages Estill Countians 
to shop local. Legalized alcohol sales will allow 
for a wider variety of restaurants, grocery stores, 
gas stations and other businesses in our com¬ 
munity. 

It would also allow for the expansion of exist¬ 
ing businesses. Restaurants, tobacco stores and 
gas stations that already exist can offer a prod¬ 
uct that has long been banished to surrounding 
communities. 

Each new business and each expanded busi¬ 
ness leads to opportunities for new jobs and as 
our economy grows, so will our population. 

Although it’s easy for me to see the economic 
benefits of alcohol sales locally, for me it’s 
most important that as a consenting adult, I 
am treated as though I am mature enough to 
make responsible decisions with my alcohol 
consumption. 

Just about anywhere I drive around Estill 
County, I run into a yard sign declaring that 
“Alcohol destroys families.” I think this state¬ 
ment is a little misleading. 

Yes, the presence of alcohol can have a dam¬ 
aging effect on a family. But this is only true if 
the consenting adults in that family choose to 
misuse and abuse alcohol. 

A bottle of whiskey sitting in the kitchen cab¬ 
inet doesn’t cause a family to become impov¬ 
erished. A few bottles of wine in the cupboard 
aren’t the cause of broken families. A mixed 
drink or two cannot be blamed for the mistreat¬ 
ment, abuse or neglect of children or spouses. 

People are to blame for each of these things. 
A father who develops a dependency on whis¬ 
key causes a family to become impoverished. A 
mother who uses wine to escape her problems 
causes a family to become broken. And, par¬ 


ents who choose those mixed drinks over their 
children are to blame for abuse, neglect and 
mistreatment. 

We can’t keep blaming inanimate objects and 
substances for the wrongdoings of our neigh¬ 
bors. Alcohol isn’t to blame for destroyed fami¬ 
lies anymore than guns are to blame for murder. 
We don’t see signs outside our local pro-shops 
declaring “Guns kill people!” 

To make such a claim would be unfair. This 
stands true with alcohol as well. 

As a consenting adult, I can’t say that I’ve 
never had more than my fair share of drinks. 
But, whether drunk or sober, I have always been 
sure to make decisions that don’t place others 
in danger. 

I have had enough drinks in my life to know 
that I am able to control myself, I am able to 
make the decision to not drive after drinking 
and I don’t make alcohol a priority in my life. 

Those who aren’t able to do this are the ones 
that are destroying families. 

How fair is it to punish responsible drinkers 
because of the few people that can’t determine 
when they’ve had one too many shots or when 
they’re too drunk to drive? 

We can’t ignore the fact that there is alcohol 
in our county already... From what I’ve learned 
over the last several months, we have a pretty 
successful bootlegging culture in our com¬ 
munity. Why are those who oppose legalized 
alcohol sales so concerned with alcohol-related 
crimes but choose to ignore the crime of boot¬ 
legging that runs rampant in the mountains of 
Estill County? 


Are we to ignore the fact that bootleggers are 
making money off our citizens? Furthermore, is 
it fair that because I don’t buy alcohol illegally 
from bootleggers, I have to make a 20- to 40- 
minute drive to a surrounding county to pur¬ 
chase a bottle of wine, a case of beer or enjoy a 
drink with my meal at a restaurant? 

I’ve had my own share of experiences with 
alcoholics in my lifetime. I am related to people 
who struggle with addiction and I have devel¬ 
oped relationships with people who come from 
broken families as a result of alcoholism. 

Myself and my loved ones will tell you: alco¬ 
hol didn’t destroy their families... irresponsible 
drinkers did. 

In my opinion, as a wet or dry county, we 
need to be educating our youth about the dan¬ 
gers of alcohol addiction. It may be too late 
for those families that are already destroyed by 
irresponsible drinkers, but we have a task of 
teaching the next generation about responsible 
drinking habits. 

By pretending we don’t have alcohol in our 
community already and acting as if we are too 
good to offer this product to our citizens, we’re 
doing just the opposite. 

We’re teaching people to be afraid of alcohol 
and to place blame on an inanimate substance 
for the problems our community has. 

I respect the opinions of the opposing vot¬ 
ers, but I believe it’s unfair to punish the many 
responsible drinkers because of the wrongdo¬ 
ings of the few irresponsible. 

This is why I am voting wet on Jan. 15.

Underage drinking should be 
concern in election 

Dear Editor, 

During all of the current debate in 
our county concerning the wet/dry 
election I have not heard many peo¬ 
ple address the concern of underage 
drinking. The law states it is illegal 
for a person under 21 to purchase, 
possess or consume alcoholic bever¬ 
ages. 

Underage drinking affects more 
teenagers in our county than any 
other drug except nicotine. The 
Kentucky Incentive for Prevention 
Survey is conducted every two 
years for sixth-, eighth-, tenth- and 
twelfth-grade students. In 2010 just 
38 percent of the twelfth-grade stu¬ 
dents had not had a drink of alcohol. 
When asked: “If you wanted to get 
some beer, wine, or hard liquor (for 
example: vodka, whiskey, or gin), 
how easy would it be for you to get 
some?” 74 percent of twelfth grad¬ 
ers responded it was "sort of easy" 
or "very easy" for them to obtain 
alcohol. 

The problem of underage drinking 
is not a recent occurrence. Through 


the years, drinking alcohol has been 
considered by many adults as a “rite 
of passage” or “at least they aren’t 
doing drugs” mindset. 

Reliable medical studies have 
shown that a person who uses alco¬ 
hol or drugs before age 15 has a 
five-times greater chance of becom¬ 
ing addicted to them. The greatest 
increase in student use of alcohol is 
seen between the eighth and tenth 
grades. In 2008 there were six per¬ 
cent of eighth graders who reported 
having had at least a drink of alcohol 
in the past 30 days. When the same 
students were surveyed in 2010, the 
number increased to 25 percent. 
These students are not old enough 
to drive, much less obtain alcohol. 

To help protect the future of our 
youth, our county needs to look 
at underage drinking as a serious 
problem. Having local legal access 
to alcoholic beverages is not worth 
the small amount of revenue the 
sale of such products would gener¬ 
ate. Adults need to remember that 
youth look to them as role mod¬ 
els. Whether we realize it or not, 
someone is watching to see how our 
actions match up with our words.

Alcohol sales won’t lead to 
economic growth 

Dear Editor, 

I find it very interesting that I con¬ 
tinue to read about the need to legal¬ 
ize the sale of alcohol so we can keep 
thousands of dollars in tax revenue 
in Estill County I cant help but won¬ 
der about the logic in that statement. 
While it is true that a portion of the 
tax dollars from alcohol sales will be 
distributed in the county, that money 
will be earmarked for the expenses 
incurred from the consequences of 
alcohol. In the May 29, 2012, edition 
of the Central Kentucky News there is 
an article discussing the tax revenue 
for the city of Danville since they 
went wet in 2010. Here are some fig¬ 
ures that explain the great financial 
benefits that the citizens of Danville 
have enjoyed: 

Since Danville went wet in June 
2010, they have collected about 
$850,000 in alcohol taxes. They 
have also spent about $760,000 of 
that money on alcohol education, 
code enforcement, police officers 
and equipment. That leaves them a 
windfall of $90,000. However, that 
$90,000 along with an estimated 
$475,000 of future tax revenues will 
help defray an estimated $610,000 in 
alcohol related costs in 2012-2013. 
So the city of Danville will have to 
come up with another $45,000 just 
to break even. 

Back in Estill County the alcohol 
election alone will put us somewhere 
in the neighborhood of $20,000 in 
debt. Can we afford to pay for the 
election and the cost of legal alcohol 
sales? I don’t think so. 

Personally I don’t think this is 
about tax dollars. Even if there was 
a great windfall from alcohol sales 
(and there isn’t), how much is a life 
worth? I believe there is no amount 
of money that can make up for the 
loss of one life due to alcohol, much 
less the 75,000 who will die in this 
country this year. I, for one, do not 
think we can put a price tag on the 
destruction of families due to alco¬ 
hol. I hope you will join me in voting 
for what is best for this community. 
Please vote no on Jan. 15.

Wet/dry vote isn’t about 
religious doctrine 

Dear Editor, 

Most of us like to consider our¬ 
selves Christians. I consider myself 
a Christian. I do not wear it on my 
sleeve, but I do try to live my life in 
accordance with Christian values 
and what I believe to be the inspired 
word of God as laid down in the 
Bible. 

I would say I am probably in the 
minority of Christians, though, in 
that I accepted a challenge some 
years ago, along with a copy of the 
NIV Men’s Devotional Bible, to read 
the entire Bible from cover to cover. 

It has been my experience that 
most Christians never do that. They 
read the passages that support this 
week’s sermon; they may read the 
passage that supports this week’s 
Sunday School lesson and they re¬ 
read favorite passages or books from 


the Old and/or New Testaments. I 
would suggest that there is much to 
learn from reading the whole book, 
in sequence, to keep the passages, 
the history and message in context. 

Many of us have favorite passages 
that we hold dear, as touchstones to 
anchor our faith and personal val¬ 
ues. However, the risk of focusing 
too much emphasis on the passages 
is to lose understanding of the con¬ 
text from which they came. 

For example, in looking at how the 
Bible addresses alcohol use, the Old 
Testament specifies wine as a drink 
offering in both the Tabernacle and 
then the Temple ( Exodus 29:42, 
Leviticus 23:9, Numbers 15:5, 
Numbers 28, etc.). 

The Old Testament repeatedly 
directs that the priests and the Levites 
are to receive the finest new wine as 
part of their wages (i.e., Numbers 
18: 8 and 28, Deuteronomy 18:4, 2 
Chronicles 31:5, Nehemiah 10:37). 

Moses in his blessing of the tribe 
of Asher says they will be “secure 
in a land of grain and new wine” 
(Deuteronomy 33:28). 

In Proverbs 3:9-10, King Solomon 
tells his son “Honor the Lord with 
your wealth, with the first fruits of 
your crops; ... and your vats will 
brim over with new wine.” 

In the New Testament, John 2 tells 
us that Jesus’ first miracle, at his 
mother’s request, was to turn water 
into wine for a wedding banquet 
- his mother’s request was the result 
of the banquet planner’s failure to 
provide enough wine for the celebra¬ 
tion. 

And one of Jesus’ last acts as a free 
man before his crucifixion was to 
host his disciples in breaking bread 
and sharing wine at the Last Supper 
(Matthew 26:27, Mark 14:24, Luke 
22:18), an event we Christians reg¬ 
ularly, solemnly, and symbolically 
recreate in our Sacrament of Holy 
Communion. 

Certainly, to be complete in the 
Bible’s treatment of alcoholic bever¬ 
ages, while the use of alcohol is both 
condoned and even directed (as a 
sacrifice and as a wage) throughout 
the Bible, it is not without warning. 

As we all know, as with all tempta¬ 
tions there are hazards involved in 
intemperance and excess. 

A few of the warnings concerning 
alcohol include: Proverbs 20 warns 
us not to be led astray by wine 
and beer, Proverbs 23:20-21 carries 
a two-edged warning against wine 
and gluttony and Proverbs 23:30-32 
warns us not to linger over the wine 
(i.e., drink in excess) - while it may 
go down smoothly it can bite like a 
snake. 

The Bible, particularly the Old 
Testament, also contains a number 
of stories about individuals and soci¬ 
eties brought down by the excessive 
use of alcohol, among other vices. 
Even so, the Bible does not tell the 
faithful not to drink alcoholic bev¬ 
erages. 

Nonetheless, while the use of alco¬ 
hol is narrated as a cultural norm 
throughout the Bible, in both the 
Old and New Testaments, I do think 
there is some implied guidance: If 
you chose to consume alcohol and 
discover that you cannot do so with¬ 
out carrying it to excess, do not 
drink. Drunkenness, along with a 
litany of other excesses (gluttony, 
being consumed by acquiring mate¬ 
rial things, abusing others, adultery, 
stealing, etc.), is wrong in the eyes of 
the Lord. 


Coming full circle back to the 
topic of the upcoming wet/dry vote 
for the county, it is not a biblical 
issue or a matter of Christian doc¬ 
trine. An individual’s use of alcohol 
is a personal choice that is neither 
encouraged nor discouraged by the 
Bible, only intemperance and excess 
are discouraged. 

Concerning our children, Proverbs 
22:6 admonishes parents to: Train a 
child in the way he should go, and 
when he is old he will not turn from 
it. It might also be interesting to 
note here a recent article in the Wall 
Street Journal (Dec. 20, 2012) sum¬ 
marizing the annual report of the 
National Institute on Drug Abuse: 
teenage alcohol abuse remained at 
the lowest levels since the survey 
started in 1991 - in spite of the 
increasing availability of alcohol 
sales across Kentucky and across the 
nation. 

So, the wet-dry vote really is about 
economics. As Estill County citi¬ 
zens, do we believe that allowing the 
legal sale of alcohol within the coun¬ 
ty is in the best economic interests 
of the county? I think it is. First, 
it will keep a lot of commerce dol¬ 
lars in this county that county citi¬ 
zens currently spend at liquor stores 
in surrounding counties (Madison, 
Fayette, Clark, Montgomery, and 
now Wolfe), and that means jobs 
- not a lot, but some. 

Second, Estill County would 
become a location for mid-level and 
maybe upper level restaurants to 
consider as a location - something 
they will not do if alcohol is not an 
option. 

And finally, and most importantly, 
it will make Estill County a more 
attractive location for hosting new 
business - and that means potential 
jobs and a future right here for our 
young people. 

I encourage everyone to think 
about the economic future of the 
county and to vote for what you 
think is best for our future and the 
future of our young people. Most 
importantly, as citizens of this coun¬ 
ty, make time to vote. I hope you 
will vote wet.

Reasons for not 
growing industrial 
hemp have gone to pot

There was a time when I’d have 
been wary about the idea of legal¬ 
izing the growing of industrial 
hemp, but as I learn more about 
the plant, it’s becoming increas¬ 
ingly clear to me there aren’t 
many legitimate reasons for not 
growing it. 

Our soils and climate in 
Kentucky are very well suited for 
the plant. Hemp requires little 
fertilization or use of pesticides, 
unlike most crops, which would 
make the production of the plant 
easy on the environment. 

If we grew it, we’d need facili¬ 
ties to process the plant, which 
could provide hundreds of jobs 
for the non-farming commu¬ 
nity. There are dozens of uses 
for hemp, which can be used 
for bio fuel, as a food source, to 
create clothing, paper and even 
plastics. 

Agricultural Commissioner 
James Comer is strongly advocat¬ 
ing legislation to make it legal to 
grow hemp again in Kentucky. In 
a recent article in the Lexington 
Herald-Leader , he pointed out 
that Kentucky was the nation’s 
leading producer of hemp around 
the turn of the nineteenth cen¬ 
tury. 

Betsy Ross stitched up the first 
American flag which was made 
from hemp and the Declaration 
of Independence and the Bill of 
Rights were written on paper 
made from hemp. 

The demand for hemp is 
already here. Last year, approxi¬ 
mately 400 million dollars worth 
of hemp products were sold in the 
United States, although it remains 
illegal to grow it here. We import 
most of our hemp from China 
and some from Canada. 

The Huff Post Green website 
recently listed five good reasons 
hemp should be legal: 

•Hemp would save trees as it 
makes a more durable paper. 

•Hemp burns cleaner than any 
other fuel and is suitable for mak¬ 
ing ethanol fuel. 

•Hemp deposits carbon diox¬ 
ide into the soil, thus revitalizing 
it, and increasing the yield of 
plants grown on the same ground 
later. 

•Hemp contains the strongest 
plant fibers and can be used in 
making clothing, carpet, furni¬ 
ture and plastics. 


•Hemp can be used as a food 
source. Its seeds and oil are 
edible and a great source of pro¬ 
tein. Hemp is used in hair and 
skin products. 

According to an article in the 
Herald-Leader, Kentucky State 
Police Commissioner Rodney 
Brewer opposes the idea of grow¬ 
ing industrial hemp in Kentucky, 
claiming that the plants are very 
hard to tell apart. 

Comer, however, says the two 
look very different. Industrial 
hemp is grown for its thick stalks 
and is taller and spindlier, while 
marijuana, which is grown for 
its buds and flowers, is a shorter, 
bushier plant. 

Industrial hemp contains lit¬ 
tle of THC, the compound that 
causes a high in marijuana users, 
so smoking it would be point¬ 
less. 

Comer pointed out that, 
because of cross-pollination, 
planting industrial hemp near 
marijuana would ruin the mari¬ 
juana plant’s ability to make a 
person high. He said law enforce¬ 
ment should be for the growing 
of hemp, rather than against it. 

This makes perfect sense to any 
gardener, who knows you don’t 
plant sweet corn with field corn 
if you want to maintain its sweet¬ 
ness, and if you plant squash next 
to gourds, they become as hard 
and tasteless as the gourds. 

Why did industrial hemp 
become illegal in the first place? 
Because industrial hemp got 
lumped in with marijuana as a 
schedule-I controlled substance 
by the U.S. Drug Enforcement 
Administration many years ago, 
mainly because the plant is of the 
same species as marijuana. 

Public opinion is turning as 
people have become educated 
about the differences in mari¬ 
juana and industrial hemp. 

Political leaders from all par¬ 
ties are taking note of the poten¬ 
tial of hemp to provide jobs and 
economic growth. 

Other states are poised to seize 
this opportunity, none better 
suited for growing the crop than 
Kentucky, who has yet to find a 
crop with the income-producing 
ability that tobacco once pro¬ 
vided. 

Many fertile farms lie idle in 
Estill County and surrounding 
counties. The few who choose 
to farm have to work second jobs 
because they can’t make a liv¬ 
ing on farming alone. Industrial 
hemp could help keep families on 
the farm. 

Sure, there will be issues to 
work out. Fields might have to be 
inspected, and farmers will most 
likely need to get some sort of 
permit to grow and sell the crop. 

Still, I hope that national and 
local leaders act quickly to legal¬ 
ize the growing of industrial 
hemp. 

Ignorance has cost us too much 
for too long.

Financial Aid Tip of the Month, January 2013 

Time for college-bound seniors to fill out the FAFSA 


High school seniors planning to attend col¬ 
lege or technical school this fall should fill out 
the Free Application for Federal Student Aid, 
also called the FAFSA, as soon as possible, 
according to the Kentucky Higher Education 
Assistance Authority (KHEAA). 

The information on the FAFSA determines 
if students qualify for federal and state grants 
and for federal student loans. Also, many 
colleges use the information to award grants 
and scholarships administered by the school. 
Therefore, students should submit the FAFSA 
even if they feel it is unlikely they will qualify 
for aid. 

The FAFSA asks for information about 
income, assets and expenses. A formula set 
by Congress determines eligibility for federal 
and state aid. If the student is considered a 
dependent under federal guidelines, both the 


student and parents must provide financial 
information. Nearly all students going directly 
to college from high school are considered 
dependent. 

Some student aid programs have limited 
money and provide funds on a first-come, 
first-served basis to qualified students, so it 
is important to submit the FAFSA as soon as 
possible. 

For faster results, KHEAA recommends 
that students submit the FAFSA online at 
www.fafsa.gov, although they may also be 
mailed to the FAFSA processor.

Working toward wellness takes some planning

Concerning those who’ve 
made resolutions or set new 
goals for the new year, I’m 
going to guess that one of two 
things has happened to you 
already. 

Either you’re about to 
throw up your hands and 
quit because you’ve already 
“messed up,” or you’ve suc¬ 
cessfully taken some steps 
toward meeting your goal 
and therefore are feeling more 
motivated than ever. You are 
pressing forward, full steam 
ahead. 

If you’re about to throw in 
the towel, it could be because 
your plan wasn’t really a plan 
in the first place but more of 
a vague wish. 

If you’re having some suc¬ 
cess, it might be because you 
are one of those iron-willed 
personalities that decide 
you’re going to do something, 
then do it. 

It’s more likely that you’re 
not necessarily super strong, 
but you’ve set some SMART 
goals, ones that are specific, 
measurable, attainable, rel¬ 
evant and time-specific. 

I’ve decided to make some 
healthier choices this year 
myself. I’m drinking more 
water—at least 64 ounces 
a day, and after a couple of 


days of doing so, I already feel 
more energized and alert. 

Now I’ve been on these 
water-drinking kicks before 
with the same results, so why 
didn’t I keep it up? 

Your guess is as good as 
mine. I suppose I gradually 
just stopped thinking about it, 
and before you know it, I was 
consuming sweet tea all my 
waking hours again. 

Another goal I’m working 
on is to exercise 30 minutes a 
day five or six times a week. 
I’m pretty good about walk¬ 
ing most days, so this one 
shouldn’t be too hard. 

I’m also aiming to eat at 
least a couple of servings of 
fruit a day and three serv¬ 
ings of veggies a day. That’s 
not really hard for me to do 
either, as long as I’m mindful 
of my goal when I go to the 
grocery store. 

Eating healthy does require 
some forethought. Otherwise, 
we’re likely to grab whatever’s 
convenient, which is usually 
something with empty calo¬ 
ries. 

A good tip for eating more 
vegetables is to wash and 
prep a few days worth of car¬ 
rots, celery, peppers, etc., so 
that when you’re having a 
busy night you can just pull 
out some stuff and throw it 
together in a salad or a stir- 
fry. 

I’ve also decided I won’t 
snack after 9 p.m. This one 
will be more difficult for 
me. I’m an evening snacker, 
because we usually eat dinner 
early. 

I figure I’d get hungry as 
a bear if I didn’t eat from 
supper time to breakfast, but 
I don’t know that for sure, 
because I’ve never allowed it 
to happen. 

I doubt I’ll starve if I quit 
eating at 9 p.m., though. 


Here comes the real chal¬ 
lenge for me. I’m cutting out 
desserts six days of the week, 
which means I won’t be bak¬ 
ing cakes or cookies unless it’s 
a special occasion. 

I’ve been known to make a 
special occasion out of about 
any day, so we’ll see how long 
this one lasts. However, I also 
know from experience that 
the more sweets I eat, the 
more I crave. The reverse of 
that is true too. 

We humans don’t often like 
to be reminded, but many of 
our health problems are self- 
inflicted. 

This can be cause for dis¬ 
couragement and guilt, but 
it can also be cause for hope. 
Often we can slow or reverse 
some of the most common 
diseases like diabetes and 
high blood pressure which 
contribute to even greater 
problems like heart disease. 

One of the most helpful 
classes I took in my mid¬ 
life college years was called 
“Lifetime Wellness.” This was 
one of those “gen ed” classes 
that most students are eager 
to skip because they don’t 
pertain to their major, but 
the information taught in that 
one class would probably be 
worth the cost of tuition—if 
practiced. 

After all, what is more 
important that good health? 

I kept the textbook for the 
wellness class, and every now 
and then, I’ll drag it out to 
look something up. 

One of the most interesting 
things I learned was the dif¬ 
ference in our actual chron¬ 
ological age and our physi¬ 
ological age. 

For example, we can be 50 
years old in actual years, but 
be fit and healthy as a 35 year 
old. Or, we can be 35 actual 
years old, but be so out of 


shape that we may as well be 
50 or older. 

I don’t know about you, but 
this motivates me to stay in 
shape. 

I plan to write more col¬ 
umns about wellness in the 
next several weeks. Hopefully 
I can keep myself motivated 
as well as encourage some of 
you to make 2013 one of our 
healthiest yet. 

To start us out right, we 
need to eat a healthy breakfast. 
I recently made this spinach 
and mushroom egg scramble, 
which is packed with vita¬ 
mins and protein and energy 


for the day. While it wasn’t 
quite as good as chocolate 
cake, it tasted pretty good. 

First I diced a couple of 
tablespoons of onion and 
green pepper, which I tossed 
into a small amount of olive 
oil and sauted for a few min¬ 
utes. I added a few sliced 
mushrooms (fresh or canned 
will do) and a little salt and 
pepper. Next, I threw in a 
generous handful of fresh 
spinach leaves, which quickly 
wilted to almost nothing. I 
stirred all the veggies around 
for a minute, then I cracked 
a couple of eggs over them 


and scrambled them around 
until the eggs were set. I 
sprinkled just a spoonful or 
two of shredded cheddar on 
top of that, and I ate my egg 
scramble with a slice of wheat 
toast. 

Just like that, I had a quick 
healthy breakfast. 

Remember, if you have veg¬ 
gies already prepped, a dish 
like this takes even less time 
to make. Seriously, it can be 
done in five minutes or so.

3/4 cup mushrooms, sliced 


3/4 cup swiss cheese, grated 
1/4 cup red onion, diced 
2 bacon slices, cut in 1-inch pieces 
Blend together egg, milk, savory, salt and 
pepper. Add ground beef, crackers, mush¬ 
rooms, cheese and red onion, mixing thor¬ 
oughly with your hands. Shape into a loaf and 
place into a loaf pan. Place bacon slices on top 
and bake at 350 degrees for 50 minutes. 

Peanut Butter Roll

Beat with 
electric mixer until smooth. Stir in 1 cup nuts

Spaghetti Pie

6 oz. spaghetti 
2 Tbsp. butter or margarine 
1/3 cup grated parmesan cheese 

2 eggs, well beaten 

1 cup cottage cheese (8 oz.) 

1 lb. ground beef or bulk pork sausage 
1/2 cup chopped onion 
1/4 cup chopped green pepper 
1 (8 oz.) can tomatoes, cut up 
1 (6 oz.) can tomato paste 
1 tsp. sugar 

1 tsp. dried oregano, crushed 
1/2 tsp. garlic salt 

1/2 cup shredded mozzarella cheese (2 oz.) 
Cook the spaghetti according to package 
directions; drain (should have about 3 cups 
spaghetti). Stir butter or margarine into hot 
spaghetti. Stir in parmesan cheese and eggs. 
Form spaghetti mixture into a “crust” in a but¬ 
tered 10-inch pie plate. Spread cottage cheese 
over bottom of spaghetti crust. In skillet cook 
ground beef or pork sausage, onion, and green 
pepper till vegetables are tender and meat is 
browned. Drain off excess fat. Stir in und¬ 
rained tomatoes, tomato paste, sugar, oregano, 
and garlic salt; heat through. Turn meat mix¬ 
ture into spaghetti crust. Bake, uncovered, in a 
350 degree oven for 20 minutes. Sprinkle the 
mozzarella cheese atop. Bake 5 minutes longer 
or till cheese melts. Makes 6 servings. 

Baked Ziti

1 lb. ground beef, browned and drained 
4 cups ziti pasta, cooked 
28 oz. jar spaghetti sauce (Prego) 

1 cup parmesan cheese, divided 
8 oz. pkg. shredded mozzarella cheese 
Combine beef, ziti, sauce and 3/4 cup par¬ 
mesan cheese in a large bowl. Mix well. Spread 
in a lightly greased 9 x 13-inch baking pan. 
Sprinkle with mozzarella cheese. Bake uncov¬ 
ered at 350 degrees for about 20 minutes, until 
hot and bubbly. Garnish with remaining par¬ 
mesan cheese.

Stuffed Mushrooms

15 to 20 small mushrooms 

1 (3 oz.) pkg. cream cheese, softened 

3 Tbsp. fine bread crumbs, dry 

2 Tbsp. finely chopped parsley 
2 tsp. grated onion 

1/4 tsp. paprika 
1/4 tsp. salt 

Remove mushrooms stems to form caps, 


reserve stems for soups or mix in cream cheese 
mixture. In medium bowl, mix cream cheese, 
bread crumbs, parsley, onion, paprika and salt. 
Fill each mushroom cap with cream cheese 
mixture. Place on baking sheet. Broil 5 to 10 
minutes or until brown.

Encouraging word: A principle for daily living

Conversations or contacts 
with others may, for one rea¬ 
son or another, be memo¬ 
rable. Something done or 
something said that may have 
appeared to be insignificant 
at the time can leave a vivid 
a impression that lasts for a 
long time. 

One encounter comes to 


mind. A group of friends who 
had not seen each other for a 
quite a while met and were 
engaged in some light-heart¬ 
ed conversation. Nothing said 
appeared to be of great signif¬ 
icance; it was just a pleasant 
reunion of old friends. Then, 
one member of the group, 
staring intently toward the 
shoulder of another member, 
raised his hand and carefully 
picked a tiny bit of lint from 
the lapel of his friend’s coat. 

The friend was not 
annoyed, but he did respond: 
“Don’t bother; it’s nothing. 
Nobody will notice it.” Then, 
the other replied somewhat 
seriously, “Oh, yes; I noticed 
it, didn’t I? It was noticeable 


enough for old eagle-eye to 
see. 

While they may seem 
insignificant an unimportant 
under most circumstances, 
little things, done or said, can 
mean a lot under other cir¬ 
cumstances. They can have a 
big impact. 

About 55 A.D., a group 
of people, insignificant in 
number and influence, lived 
in the majestic center of the 
Roman Empire. Their con¬ 
duct, life-style, and the moral 
values they possessed were 
in sharp contrast with the 
conduct, life-style, and moral 
values of their Roman friends 
and neighbors. As a result, 
everything they did or said— 


-significant or insignificant-- 
-was severely scrutinized and 
criticised. How does one live, 
work, and raise a family in 
that kind of environment? 

In the early part of that 
year, good advise came in a 
letter from a trusted friend 
who looked forward to the 
opportunity to visit and 
encourage them. In that let¬ 
ter, that friend suggested: “Be 
careful to do what is right in 
the eyes of everyone.” 

That simple principle for 
living amid the scrutiny and 
criticism of daily life was 
valid in the first century, and 
it is equally valid for anyone 
living in the twenty-first cen¬ 
tury

After 20 months two of the three 
Howell County residents indicted by a 
p-and jury following a drug raid that 
took place in March of 2011 pled guilty. 
That raid led to officers finding 1 700 
pills, over $1,300 in cash and items offi¬ 
cers said were traded for drugs at the 
home just south of Stanton. It also led 
to numerous storage units in the county 
where more property was found. 

Deborah Hunt, 59, her husband Leroy 
Hunt, 58, and their son, Carl Hunt 
d4, were indicted by a Powell County 
Grand Jury on July 25. The trio was 
originally arrested on March 16 2011 
if P ^i- es from the Powe] l County 
Sheriffs Office received a tip about the 
family allegedly dealing in controlled 
substances. 

In Powell Circuit Court last Wednesday 
Leroy and Deborah Hunt changed their 
pleas to guilty, after coming to an agree¬ 
ment with the commonwealth attorney’s 
I office. Leroy Hunt was facing one count 
f ac U °\ flrst > second and third degree 
trafficking in a controlled substance 
Under those charges he could have 
faced as much as 5 to 10 years in prison. 
However an agreement was reached 
that the first degree charge would be 
dismissed and he would receive a five 
year sentence under the other two 
charges. 

Hunt, who suffers from several health 


related issues, answered the judges 
questions about changing his plea while 
sitting in a wheelchair. Under the agree- 
ment Hunt’s sentence will be probated 
for five years. 

Deborah Hunt also pleaded guilty, 
fehe faced two charges of trafficking in 
a controlled substance first degree, one 
count of trafficking in a controlled sub- 
stance second degree and two counts of 
trafficking in a controlled substance in 
the third degree. Under the agreement 
Hunt would be sentenced to five years 
Both admitted under questioning by 
Powell Circuit Judge Frank Fletcher 
that they had the substances in the 
home for the purpose of selling them 
Deborah Hunt admitted to selling some 
to a n informant, which helped police to 
obtain their search warrant. 

The Hunt’s attorney, Rebecca Liddell 
asked the court to consider releasing 
Leroy that day due to his health condi¬ 
tions and the fact that both had been 
in jail for nearly seven months total. 
She also asked that Deborah be pro¬ 
bated so she could take care of her hus¬ 
band Commonwealth Attorney Darrell 
Herald spoke up against probation for 
Deborah Hunt. Fletcher said he would 
take the request under advisement 
Carl Hunt’s case is still active. He is 
set to be back in court when his parents 
are officially sentenced. 

Both are scheduled to be sentenced 
on Jan. 9.

donated food for other families. 
Dick said the donated bags are for 
those families that don’t qualify for 
government assistance. 

In order to receive commodities, 
a family must be below a certain 
income level and approved for the 
program. Once approved, families 
can pick up commodities once a 
month at the food bank, located at 
514 Main St. in Ravenna. She esti¬ 
mates 250-260 families are served 
through the program each month. 

The amount of food given to each 
family is adjusted based on the size 


of the family. 

“The government sets limits on 
how much we can give people based 
on how many people are in their 
family,” she said. 

Commodity food bags can include 
donated food items. But, those fami¬ 
lies that don’t meet the requirements 
for the government commodity pro¬ 
gram aren’t turned away. 

Community donations are used 
to bag food items for families in 
need. 

“There are a lot of families that are 
just above the limit and don’t qual¬ 
ify,” she said. “Then there are other 
low-income families who experi¬ 
enced some sort of emergency and 
need help in a difficult time.” 


Dick said when families need to 
spend money on things like vehi¬ 
cle repairs, home repairs and other 
unexpected expenses, food is often 
an area that suffers. 

The food bank also partners with 
other local charities for the back¬ 
pack feeding program for students. 
This year, food bank volunteers will 
put together 98 bags for elementary- 
aged students to be sent home every 
weekend. 

Dick said working with the food 
bank has opened her eyes to the 
needs of her neighbors. 

“There’a a huge need in Estill 
County,” she said. “I’m afraid it’s 
only going to get worse.” 

While the commodities program 


offered sufficient food in December, 
for several months the food bank 
was short on supplies. She said the 
economy could be blamed for the 
lack of donations to be distributed. 
But, she also thinks a lot of Estill 
Countians aren’t aware they can 
help by donating. 

“A lot of people I talk to don’t real¬ 
ize we’re still open,” she said. “I have 
a lot of people tell me they thought 
the food bank closed a few years ago 
and if they do know we’re open, they 
don’t know where we’re located.” 

Fifteen to 20 volunteers work 
once each week to get the donation 
bags prepared. Dick said volunteers 
should be able to lift 20-25 pounds, 
stand on their feet for several hours 


and work at a quick speed. But, if 
someone were interested in volun¬ 
teering and had a special need, a job 
can be found for just about anyone. 

The food bank is in need of dona¬ 
tions to include with the commodi¬ 
ties program and to feed less-for¬ 
tunate families. Dick said the vol¬ 
unteers are asking for items like 
peanut butter, canned food, boxed 
food, some fruits and vegetables and 
plastic grocery bags. 

Donations can be dropped off 
at the Estill County Extension 
Officeand the Housing Authority.
